Representatives of Synods of 
Seven States Meet at Cen- 
lial Presbyterian 


HOKE SMITH EAPLEINS 
STATUS OF THE FUND 


Dr. W. McF. Alexander, of New Or- 
leans, Is Elected Chairman, 
‘and Dr. J. L. Chisholm, of 

Natchez, Miss., Secretary. 
Tennesseeans’ Attitude. 


The desires and hopes of Atlanta for 
the proposed great Presbyterian univer- 
sity, focused in the $250,000 of subscrip- 
tions made to this end some months ag), 
were last night laid before the confer- 
ence of Presbvterlans ass*mbled in the 
city to discuss the university project. 

The fate of the proposed university to 
a great extent hangs in the balance, de- 
pendent on the decision of the twenty- 
one men representing the synods of seven 
states who are gathered here to delib- 
erate the feasibility and advisability of 
consolidating Columbia Theological semi- 
nary, of Columbia, 8. C., and the South- 
western Presbyterian university, oO 
Clarkesyllle, Tenn., in one larger institu- 
tions heré in Atlanta, 

The synods of Georgia, South Carolina, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Florida, Mississippi 
and Tennessee are represented in the con- 
ference, which opened at the Central Pres- 
byterian church last evening. The two 
schools concerned in the consolidation 
Plan are each controlled by four of these 
synods, Alabama having a voice in the 
affairs of both. 

Dr. Alexander, Chairman. 

The conference opened at 7:30 o'clock 
last night and after electing Dr. W. McF. 
Alexander, of New Orleans, chairman, 
and Dr. James J. Chisolm, of Natchez, 
Miss., secretary, listened to the desires 
and wishes of this city and state as ex- 


pressed by’ Hoke Sniith, chairman of the 


board of trustees which has charge of 
the local subscriptions to the movement, 
and 8S. M. Inman, a member of that 
board, as well as the board of trustees 
of the synod of Georgia. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Rey. J. W. Walden, of Atheys, president 
of the board of trustees of the synod ¢~ 
Georgia. After the election of the chair- 
man, Dr. Walden said: 

“This conference was called to deliber- 
ate the question of the consolidation of 
two Presbyterian educational institutions 
in Atlanta. We welcome the conferees 
and our only wish igs that God may so 
guide them that the decision on this queés- 
tion may be in accord with Hits wishes,’’ 

The roll was called, and Dr. Theron 
Rice, pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
chureh and an active worker in the movo- 
ment to bring the university to this city, 
said: 

“Alj the deliberations and investiga- 
tions prosecuted thus far have had as 
their basis the subscriptions ralsed in 
Atlanta for tne endowment fund of the 
proposed university. It seems to me there- 
fore, that the conference should first of 
all hear the facts and figures in regard 
to this basis of.the movement.’’ 


Mr. Smith’s Statement. 

On his motion the floor was thereupon 
extended to Hoke Smith-and 8, M. In- 
man for this purpose. Mr. Smith, speak- 
ing first, said, in part: | 

“While over $260,000 has been sub- 
scribed there is but $258,500 of this 
in bona fide and binding form, Of this 
75 per cent is composed of subscriptions 
of $500 or more each and of these every 
one is worthy of acceptance by a bank 
with the possible exception of one $500 
subscription. 

“These larger subscriptions are al] in 
cash save one which was made by Mr. 
Joe] Hurt in the name of the Kirkwood 
Land Company and which is an offer 
of $0 much of a very fine tract of wood- 
ed land between Atlanta and Decatur as 
would bring on the market $25,000., In 
my judgment this is the best situation 
to be had in the environs of the city 
for the university, @nd as the offer is 
land to the market value of $25,000, the 
subscription should be treated the same 
as that much cash. 

“Of the subscriptions between $100 and 
$600, the remaining 26 per cent is com- 
posed, and while I have not been able to 
investigate these as closely as the Jarger 
list, I know enough of thelr commercial 
and legal value to say that at least 
75 per cent of them is good, thus bring- 
ing the subscriptiong of $100 or more 
that are to be reHéd upon to, say 85 per 
cent of the whole amount subscribed. 

“Of those tess than $100 a conserva- 
tive estimate would be that 60 per cent 
o fthem may be relied upon. I base this 
estimate on the results of previous popu- 
lar subscriptions made in Atlanta and 
with which I am familiar. 

“All told, we car count on more than 
90 per cent of all the subscriptions and 
for those who fail there wil) be many 
others ready and willing to add new 
subscriptions.’’ ° 

S. M. Inman Speaks. 

Mr. Inman spoke next, saying: 
-«“These subscriptiong may have been 
made in some instances with a desire to 
befriend Atlanta and bring about good 
to her, but the animating motive behind 
the far greater part of them, especially 
the Presbyterian subscriptions, which 
amount to more than $150,000, was sin- 
cere, earnest desire to help the cause of 
Christian edcucation in the south. 

“But besides. what has ‘already been 
subscribed you will find that if the in- 
stitution is set going here in Atlanta 
there will be constantly accruing to it

WHEN HUBBUB AROSE 


After Three Years of Mys- 


tery Young Frazier 
Is Located. 


After three years of mystery and un- 
explained absence Bass Yrazier, the for- 
mer Tech student from Union Springs, 
Ala., has been located. 

Young Frazier is a corporal in the 
26th United States infantry stationed 
at Fort Ringold, Tex. His family 
has Known of his whereabouts since last 
July and while they have made no secret 
of their knowledge, only a few of their: 
friends knew the facts until a day or 
two ago. , 

Young Frazier, then a student at the 
Tech, disappeared from Atlanta in Jan- 
vary, 1901, just four years ago. The pe- 
culiar circumstances leadirg up to the 
disappearance caused the widespread 
impression that he had been kidnaped 
and foully dealth with. Searching par- 
ties were organized, rewards were of- 
fered and the brothers of yOung Fraziec 
came to Atlanta to assist in the prose- 
cution of the search. 

Was in San Francisco. 

It now develops that while the search 
was under way young Frazier was in 
San Francisco and later in the Philip- 
pines in the ranks of the Twenty-sixth 
infantry under the name of J. E. Wil- 
liams. 

The following telegram from Union 
Springs tells of Frazier’s disappedrance: 

Union Springs, Ala., January 19.-— 


(Special.)—Bazs Frazier, the young Man 
of this city who disappesred from At- 
lanta in January, !90!, and was believed 
to have been kidnaped, ts in the Uniled 
States army. 

On January 9, !190!, Frazier left At- 
lanta and went direct to Denver, where 
he enlisted in the Twenty-sixth infantry. 

Frazier then moved to San Francisco 
and embarked for the Philippines, where 
he served two and a half years. He was 
engaged in some of the hottest fighis 
of the campaign and acquitted himself 
excellently. 

Last July he was returned to 
Ringold, Tex., and has since 
municated with his people here. 

He had enlisted under the name of 
J. F. Williams. Until then he was un 
aware of the disturbance caused by his 
disappearance and Supposed kidnap- 
ing. Learning this he decided t0 
reenlist instead of coming home. This he

appointed corporal, with flattering pros- 
pects for eariy promotion. He is now 
énlisted In his own name. On account 
of the good standing of his family his 
disappearance created excitement throug ?- 
out this section, especially here where 
friends were solicitious concerning him. 
All this while the facts of his where- 
abouts remained closely shrouded = in 
mystery although he regularly communl- 
cated with his people here since last 
July. Today the Bullock County Brees* 
learned of the matter and was given full! 
information. Thus it became known to 
the public, although it has been guard- 
ed as a secret by those who have heart 
from him. It just happened not to be- 
come general talk. All his friends here 
are giad of young Frazier’s safety, and 
ere confident that he will make a splen- 
dtd soldier.

Returns Indicate the Nomination of 
the Former for Governor and of 
Latter To Succeed Himself 
as United States

New Orleans, January !9.—A general 
democratic primary to nominate a state 
ticket to be voted for in April next was 
held in Louisiana today. It was the first 
test ever made in the state of the pri- 
mary method of direct nomination, 

There were two candidates for govern- 
or, and the indications tonight, based on 
an apparent majority of 10,000 for him 
in New Orleans and acattering returns 
received from the country, point to the 
nomination of former Senator N. C. 
Blanchard over his opponept, General 
Leon Jastremski, consul to Peru under 
Mr. Cleveland, and former commander 
of the Louisiana division of the Confed- 
erate Veterans. 

The weather generally was clear in the 
state, and a relatively large vote was 
polled. The indications also point to ?¢° 
nomination of Jared Y, Sanders for lHeu- 
tenant governor; Robert R. Reid for at- 
torney general, W. A. Steidley for state 
treasurer and Martin Behrman for au- 
ditor, though it will require more com- 
plete returns to determine whether a sec- 
ond primary will be necessary as to the 
last three named officers. 

At the primary today Senator Murphy 
J. Foster and former Senator B, F. Jonas 
were candidates for the nomination for 
United States senator for the term be 
ginning in 1908. “Senator Foster carried 
New Orleans by a heavy majority, and 
his nomination is also indicated. 

Chairman Janvier, of the Blanchar« 
committee, said at 10 o’clock: 

“The returns we have received have 
measured up to our expectations. They 
indicate Judge Blanchard’s election by a 
majority exceeding 15,000. There is no 
doubt of the result.” 

Chairman Chataron, of the Jastremsk! 
committee, said: 

“T decline to express an opinion as to 
the. result. We have not received a suf- 
ficiency of returns to say what the result 
of the election has been.” 

John L. Mitchel for secretary of 
state, and Prof. J. B. Aswell, for state 
superintendent of pubic education, were 
unopposed in the primary. It is conceded 
that the officers nominated today will be 
elected at the genera! election in April.

CLAY TO LIMIT 
FEDERAL COURTS 


Important Gill Introduced by 
lhe Georgia Senator, 


Under the Provisions of the Measure 
the Jurisdiction of the District 
and Circuit Courts Would 

Be Greatly Cur-

Washington, January 19.—(Sp¢cial.)— 
Senator Clay has introduced an im=ortant 
bill to limit the jurisdiction of the /ederal 
district and circuit courts. The pro- 
visions of the bill are as follows: 

“Be it enacted, etc., that the district 
and circuit courts of the United States 
shall not take and have original cog- 
nizafnce of any suit of a civil nature, 
either at common law or in equity, be- 
tween a corporation created or organized 
by or under the laws of any gtate and a 
citizen of any state in which such cor- 
poration at the time the cause of action 
accrued may have been carrying’ on any 
business authorized by thé THW creating 
it, except in cases arising under the 
patent laws or copyright laws and in 
like cases in which courts are authorized 
to take original cognizance of such be- 
tween citizens of the same state; nor 
shall any such suit between such cor- 
poration and 2 citizen or citizens of a 
state in which it may be doling business 
be removed to any circuit court of the 
United States except in like cases in 
which such removal is authorized by the 
existing law in sults between citizens of 
the same state; provided, that nothing 
herein contained shall prevent a citizen 
of another state § om suing a corpora- 
tion in the state of its domicile: and, 
provided further, that nothing in this 
act shall be so construed as to affect such 
cases as are pending in the courts of 
the United States at the time this act 
shall take effect.’’

Why Adamson Opposes Bill. 

Judge Adamson, of Georgia, opposed 
the bill princfpally on _ constitutional 
grounds. He explained that hls objec- 
tions to it were fundamental, adding: 
“Aside from my partiality for the old- 
fashioned idea of leaving the greater part 
of government to he administered hy 
local authority, I object, as a member of 
congress, to imposing on the federa] gov- 
ernment subjects of legislation and liti- 
gation wholly foreign to its purpose, and 
which, if at all .effective, must prove 
burdensome, annoying and expensive. 

“The founders of our republic fully ap- 
preciated the blessings of good govern- 
ment and the evil of bad government. 
and though not as well up as we on 
amazing profits and figuring on a dis- 
criminating tariff, had no thought that 
the federal government colud possibly 
embark in the business of regulating the 
menu or the table etiquette of the citl- 
zens of the states. The line of argument 
that supports this bill would apply as 
well to any and all avenues of human 
business and conduct. It !s insisted that 
this legislation is necessary to protect 
against frauds in interstate commerce. 
but I Hstened and cross examined in 
vain during our long hearings during the

‘The fundamental mistake seems to be 
that some people seem to think the fed-

must be laid in the same way for trials 
in federal as in state courts, and proof 
must be forthcoming to convict in either. 

“Whatever may be the privileges of 
shipping amd selling In unbroker. pack- 
ages under the Interstate commerce law, 
it has never been pretended that a state 
cannot punish common cheats and swin- 
dlers if they deceive as to the character 
of the articles sold, or if they sell one 
thing and deliver another in its stead, 
no matter whence the package may have 
come nor whether broken or unbroken. 

“Nor do I believe a single state in this 
union capable of refusing to provide for 
such punishments. The hearings have 
disclosed some bad conduct In the food 
trade as well as in some other depart- 
ments of life and business, but it is : 
properly cognizable in state courts and 
my judgment, not comparable with the 
posible evils resultant from the proposed 
legisiation, which I would oppose as ut- 
terly unnecessary if no other objection 
existed.’”’

Bishop Smith Says 20,000 
American Blacks Are 
Needed There,

Washington, January 19.—The senate 
required less than a minute today to dis- 
pose of the motion to riger to the com- 
mittee on postoffices the various resolu- 
tions looking to an investigation of the 
postoffice department. The question had 
been previously debated for hours at a 
time, but today no senator manifested 
any disposition to discuss it further, and 
it was adopted without a negative vote. 

After the passage of a half dozen Dills 
the senate returned to the consideration 
of the Panama question. 


The Gorman Panama resolution was 


taken up and Mr. Quarles took the flooc. | 


He contended that up to the time of the 
recognition of the independence of Pan- 
ama the United States had done nothing 
beyond sending warships to the harbor 
of Panama and Colon. 

Mr. Quarles also contended that when 
the United States extended its recogni- 
tion, the Panama government had the 
support of the ontire population of the 
isthmus. He defended the president 
against the charge of undue haste, and 
against the charge that he had been der- 
elict in his duty in falling to open the 
way under the Spooner act to the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal, when 
he did not succeed fn his negotiation with 
Colombia for a ,°anal* at Panama. He 
said on the latter point that gnere was 
no intervening time between the failure 
to ratify. the treaty in Bogota and the 
convening of the American congress. 

Quarles on Treaty of 1846. 

Discussing ‘the treaty 1846, Mr. 
Quarles argued that it guaranteed a right 
of way to the United Statés across the 

~whenever this country might de- 
sire to aveil itself of the purpose. He 
contended that the grant applies to all 
methods of transit. 

Mr. Quarles controverted the theory 
that the treaty binds the United States 
to protect Colombla against civil strife, 
within her own borders, saying that Co- 
lombia is contending for nothing lesa, 
and that some democrats had shown @ 
disposition to yield the point. 

In response to a question from Mfr. 
Fuller, Mr. Quarles said it necessarily 
follows that the obligations of the treaty 
remain unimpaired, being transferred 
from Colombia to Panama. 

The treaty attaches to the land, he 
said, and we are bound to Panama to 
protect that country é@ven against Colom- 
bia, which is now a foreign power. 

Mr. Quarles announced his advocacy 
of a sea level canal, saying he thought 
that such a canal should be constructed 
regardless of the time required in con- 
struction or the expense to be incurred. 

Mr. Patterson opposed the canal 
treaiy. He defended Colomia as being 
“not as bad as painted,’ and took *the 
president to task for his method of speak- 
ing of that republic. He sald that the 
secession of Panama from Colombia is 
as serlous a crimé as would be the re- 
bellion of Wisconsin against the United 
States. 

In course of his remark: Mr. Patterson 
said that many -disturbances have oc- 
curred in the United States, and among 
others he mentioned the Chicago strike 
of the last decade. 

Mr. Spooner interrupted and said that

They stood close together in the main 
aisle of the senate talking freely to each 
other, at all times manifesting the ut- 
most good will. The situation was con- 
trary to Mr. Pettus’ idea of parllamentary 
propriety, and he made the point of or- 
der that conversations were not in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the senate. 
The chair rapped. for order, and Mr. 
Spooner responding said the senator from 
Alabama was entirely right. The fault 
was all his own, he said, and tempor- 
arily retired. Not ten minutes after- 
wards, however, the two senators again 
were standing together in the aisle. The 
new discussion was on point 4s to the 
extent to which the president was re- 
sponsible for Assistant Secretary Darl- 
ing’s order to the commander of the 
Nashville directing him to prevent the 
landing of Colombian troops on the 
isthmus of Panama.

RUSSIAN SPIES 
CROWD GERMANY 


Herr Bebel Declares That 
German Empire Is Rus- 
sia’s Bootblack. 


Berlin, January 1!9.—The intimate re- 
lations between Germany and Russia 
were brought out in the reichstag today 
during a discussion over the privileges 
given to Russian secret agents On this 
side of the frontier. 

Herr Ernest Haas, who was put for- 
ward by the socialists to question the 
government on the subject opened the 
attack. He asserted that Russia main- 
tained a chief of spies In Berlin named 
Tardik, who received $9,000 yearly and 
enjoyed the title of Kis excellency. Herr 
Haas then metnioned by name Tardik’s 
principal assistant whose relations with 
the German government were such 
as to permit them, Herr Haag affirmed, 
to use the German police agencies and 
other instruments of the govefnment as 
though they were Russian students or 
other residents, occasionally getting at 
the postal officials and opening mail ad- 
flessed to Russians, The deputy accused 
th espies of using the methods of house- 
breakers, seemingly without exciting po- 
lice vigilance and gaid they forged a 
power of attorney to receive the maj of 
a socialist member of the reichstag .sus- 
pected of. being in correspondence with 
Russians who were under the disapproval 
of the Russian government. 

Herr Haas then asked the mintsters if 
it were not true that Russians were con- 
ducted across the Russian frontier at the 
request of the Russian government with- 
out extradition papers or the bringing of 
specific charges. 

Baron Von Richthofen, the secretary 
for foreign affairs, answering Herr Haas, 
denied all save two of the charges in de- 
tail. The sceretary did not answer the 
complaint regarding the violation of the 
postal laws, referring the questions to 
the director of the postoffice, when the 
posta] estimates were discussed. 

Continuing, the secretary said Herr 
Haas had reproached the government 
with lending assistance to Russian 
agents. This, he admitted. 

Herr Bebel said the German govern- 
ment and the German empire had be- 
come “‘Russia’s bootblack.”’

Black Qutlook for the Play 
Business in Chicago 


City Council Has Taken Action That 
Will, in All Probability, Re- 
sult in Olosing Doors 
of Nearly All Theaters 
in Chicago. 


Chicago, January 19.—The city council 
tonight took action that will in all prob- 
ability result in the closing of nearly all 
of the theaters in Chicago for the re- 
mainder of the present theatrical season, 
Last night the council passed an or- 
dinance setting forth what must be done 
by the theaters of this city before they 
are allowed to remain in continuous oper- 
ation. It oonvened tonight to consider 
the passage of an enabling act that would 
allow the theaters to fulfill all the re- 
quirements of the ordinance, as some of 
the conditions are of a nature that will 
require the practical reconstruction of 
some of the play houses. After a long 
debate, the council decided on the foliow- 
the following essentials which the 
theaters must meet before they will be 
allowed to reopen their doors: 

A steel curtain, 

An automatic sprinkler system. 

A bond of $25,000 guaranteeing the per- 
formance, by August |, 1904, of all the 
requirements of the ordinance, 

The widening of doors and exits, 

All of the above to be performed under 
such conditions, terms and restrictions as 
shall be imposed by the mayor of the 
city, the commissioner of buildings, and 
a subcommittee of three to be appointed 
by the mayor. 

The managers of theaters declared to- 
night that it would be impossible for 
them to meet the demands of the en- 
abling act in sufficient time to do busi- 
ness during the remainder of this season, 
and several of them declared that they 
had no intention of trying to reopen 
their doors. The manager of one theater 
declared that he thought he could be in 
shape by February !, but was not sure 
of it. 

The passage of the ordinance last night 
put two of the downtown ‘theaters out of 
business, as their construction is such 
that they will be unable to comply with 
the law without tearing down the build- 
ings in which they are located, and erect- 
ing entirely new structures, All of the 
other houses will be able to meet the 
demands of the law, but it will be at 
great expense for several of them. 

The police tonight arrested Frank 
Uhler, a printer, !9 years old, on a 
charge of robbing the dead after the fire 
in the Iroquois theater. Uhler attempt- 
ed to dispose of a diamond valued at 
$800, and when taken into custody con-

Russia Complains That Korean 
Treops Are Causing Trouble. 
The Tension in Seoul 
Is Reported To Be 
Increasing. 


Seoul, January 1!9.—Russla complains 
that Korean soldiers are causing trou- 
ble. Korea answers that Russia must 
not interfere. The tenaion in Seoul in- 
cTeases and the native press which prob- 
ably is inspired is more bitter against 
foreigners than formerly. The emperor's 
trusted advisers have a daily council. 
The Russian and English legation have 
increased their guards by !6. The Jap- 
anese are buying and storing much Trice 
in northern Korea. The ginseng trade is 
dead, 

The Korean’ general, Yihak Kiun 
whose sympathies are pro-Russian, has 
made a veiled threat against foreign- 
ers. 


FOUR THOUSAND TROOPS 
LEAVE PORT ARTHUR TODAY 

Port Arthur, January !19.—Four thou- 
@and troops are to ‘eave tomorrow, bound 
northward. Otherwise city life is normal 
and there has been no exodus of fami- 
lies. 

Applications by correspondents desiring 
to accompanay the forces have been met 
with a reply that hostilities are not ex- 
pected, and therefore it would be pre- 
mature to issue permits. 

The authorities he.ewe state definitely 
that Russia has no intenlion or desire to 
interfere with Korea, even should Ja- 
pan continue to land small bodies of 
troopg there in contravention of the ex- 
isting treaties, as the Russians assert 
the Japanese are doing, under tle pre- 
text that they are only railway guards. 


CONDITIONS ARE PANICKY 
IN KINGDOM OF KOREA 
Washington, January 19.—The only ad- 
vices received over night at the state 
department from the Far East came 
from Minister Allen at Seoul.* He reports 
that Korea is in a panicky condilion and 
there is apprehension of a riotous ont- 
break at any moment. The intima- 
tion is conveyed that Interested  for- 
eign emissaries are at the bottem of 
these disturbances, the result of which 
may be to afford an excuse for inter- 
vention and the placing of large forces in 
Korea, thus precipitating a hostile col- 
lision between Russia and Japan. 


GERMAN PRESS PAVES WAY 
FOR RETREAT OF RUSSIA 

London, January 20.—The German 
newspapers this morning appear to be 
paving the way to explain the Russian 
retreat in the negotiations with Japan, 
and in all the capitals of Europe opinion 
now inclines to a peaceful issue in the 
Far East. 

In a dispatch from Tokio the corre- 
spondent there of The Daily Maii re- 
ports that a lengthy conference of the 
Japanese cabinet ‘was held Tuesday and 
says the emperor is receiving the ‘nin- 
isters of finamce and marine and the 
‘naval chiefs. 

The correspondent says he has tearned 
that Mr. Kurino, Japanese minister at 
St. Petersburg, has sent in a confiden- 
tia] report In which he says that at a 
recent secret meeting of the Russian 
grand dukes and the ministers, War Min- 
ister Kuropatkin and some of his Col- 
leagues declared in favor of peace, 


ACTION OF UNITED STATES 
HAS UPSET RUSSIA 

London, January 20.—The Port Arthur 
correspondent of The Daily Mall ca- 
bles that he has had an interview with 
Admiral Alexieff, the Russian viceroy, 
in the Far East, who spoke hopefully 
of the possibility of arranging a modus 
vivendi with Japan. The viceroy then 
referred the correspondent to his dip- 
lomatic agent, Mr. Plancon, who en.pha- 
sized the impossibility of Russia’s evac- 
vation of Manchuria, and said: 

“Orders were given six months ago to 
evacuate New Chwang and Manchuria 
provided the Chinese would agree to sim- 
ple terms, but owing to the intrigues of 
the Japanese minister with the Wei Wu 
Pu (Chinese foreign board), these orders 
were countermanded.”’ 

M. Plancon declared that the action of 
the United States in making a commer- 
cial treaty with China without Ru.sia’s 
consent under existing circumstances 
was unfriendly and undiplomatic. Rus- 
sla, he said, would not open or allow 
consuls at Mukden and Antung under tne 
present regime. If Japan wanted Korea, 
Russia, M. Plancon said, would not Ifn- 
terfere provided other powers allowed it, 
and he added: 

“Russia did not ask Japan’s consent to 
occupy Manchuria, nor was it necessary 
for Japan to ask Russia’s permission to 
establish a protectorate in Korea.” 

The correspondent adds that the action 
of the United States government has 
quite upset Viceroy Alexieff’s calcula- 
tions. 

Japan Expects Early Reply. 

London, January !19.—A dispatch to 
the Reuters TelegTfam Company from 
Tokio says the Russian reply is expected 
shortly and it is belleved it will muke 
some concessions, but it is doubted 
whether these will be sufficiently far- 
reaching.

CLAMOR RAISED 
FOR DIVIDEND 


Remarkable Scene Enacted 
at Stockholders’ 
Meeting. 


h 


Philadelphia, January 1!9.—Stockholders 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company 
for three hours today clamored for a divi- 
dend at the annual meeting of the com- 
pany. Numerous speeches were made in 
which the policy of the administration 
was questioned and intimations were 
thrown out of ulterior motives on the 
part of officers and directors in failing 
to declare a dividend when the profits 
for the past year appeared to warrant 
such action. Strenuous oppositien was 
advanced against the adoption of the an- 
nual report of the president and directors 
because of a clause authorizing a general 
consolidation mortgage securing bonds to 
the amount of $150,000,000. The same 
clause also provides that prior mortgages 
shall not be extended at maturity, but are 
to be replaced by the general mortgage. 
E. T. Stotesbury, of Philadelphia, called 
for a stock vote upon the adoption of the 
report, which demand met with disap- 
proval wpon the part of the minority. It 
was claimed that the proxies were to be 
voted only for directors and could not be 
utilized in the adoption of the report. 
President Thomas, who occupied the 
chair, ruled otherwise, and the report was 
voted upon simultaneously with the elec- 
tion of the directors. The count showed 
457,767 shares in favor of the report, and 
1,11! against. President Thomas and 
the old board of directors were reelected. 
Many statements and charges were 
made by the various stockholders, includ- 
ing the imputation that it has been the 
idea of the management of the company 
to prevent the payment of a dividend as 
long as possible. 

In a statement of the shareholders, 
President Thomas assumed entire re- 
sponsibility for the mortgage clause, say- 
ing he acted in the interest of the stock- 
holders. 

“I deny,” he said, “that the purpose was 
to perpetuate control of the road. The 
property is not so valuable that I can 
commit a dishonest act to retain it. The 
board and myself are unwilling to rest un- 
der the imputation that we are trying to 
destroy the property, Or give it into the 
control of others. Whatever our faults, 
the statement that we are endeavoring to 
do anything but that which is best for 
the Lehigh Valley company, is unquali- 
fiedly false.’’ 

A resolution urging the incoming board 
of directors to resume the payment of 
dividends was adopted. Another resolu- 
tion demanding the payment of a quar- 
terly dividend of | per cent was not 
presse President Thomas stating that 
it waS not under the province of the 
stockholders to declare a dividend. 

The company has not declared a divi- 
dend for eleven years. 


New York, January !9.—The Northern 


| Pacific directors declared a | 1-2 per cent 
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quarterly dividend, comparing with | 1-2 
per cent regular and an extra !-2 per cent 
for the preceding quarter. 


New York, January !9.—The directors 
of the Erie railroad today declared a 2 
per cent semi-annual dividend on the 
first preferred stock. This action dis- 
solved the ‘‘voting trust’ on Erie first 
preferred, the agreement providing that 
the trust should be dissolved whenever 
4 per cent cash dividends are paid in 
any one year on first preferred stock. A 
semi-annual dividend of 2 per cent was 
paid fast August, the fiscal year ending 
June 30. J. P. Morgan and two asso- 
ciates had control of the stock under 
this agreement. 


MORTUARY. 


Rev. Francis J. Mullaly, New York. 
New York, January 19.—The Rev. Fran- 
cis J. Mullaly, a noted pastor of the 
Presbyterian church in the south and 
west, is dead at his home in this city, 
aged 74. In Ireland, when a lad of 15, 
he was secretary to Charles O’Brien, pres- 
ident of the Young Irish mwevement. He 
came to America in 1849, and located in 
Georgia, where he entered the ministrv, 
and eventually became pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Columbia, S. C. 
He served through the war as chaplain of 
Orr's Rifles in McGowan’s brigade, and 
was repeatedly promoted for gallantry 
in action. At the end of the war he had 
the rank of colonel and a reputation as a 
chaplain who fought as hard as he prayed. 
After the war Dr, Mullaly filled pulpits in 
Bolivar, Tenn., Covington, Ky., Sparta, 
Tenn., Lexington, Va., and for a time 
was president of a college in South Caro- 
lina. Dr. Mullaly’s letter on Presbyterian 
doctrine attracted wide attention, 


Gen. Jno. Saunders, Annapolis, Md. 


Annapolis, Md., January 19.—Adjutant 
General John 8S. Saunders, of the Mary- 
land national guard, died this morning at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Bullard, 
wife of Lieutenant Commander W. H. J. 
Bullard, at the naval academy. He wes 
68 years of age. General Saunders grad- 
uated from West Point in 1858, standing 
fifth in his class. At the outbreak of the 
civil war he entered the confederate 
army and became assistant inspector gen- 
eral. Later he was appointed assistant 
ordnance officer of the Army of Northern 
Virginia. 

General Saunders, when a lieutenant in 
the United States army, was one of those 
detailed to @scort the prince of Wales, 
now King Edward VII, during his visit 
to this country in 1860.

Rapid Progress Made in the 
Trial of Alleged Postal 
Grafter, 


Washington, January 19.—The trial of 
August W. Machen and the others in- 
dicted with him for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government, proceeded rapidly 
today. The government put in evidence 
a nwember of documents having a direct 
bearing on the dealings of the Groff 
brothers with Machen’s division in the 
postoffice department and bank officials 
gave testimony concerning the de; sits 
of the Groffs as well as the checks 
drawn against these deposits. 

The fact was brought out by two wit- 
nesses presenting firms which manufac- 
tured the Groff fastener that the price 
to the Groffs of the complete fastener 
was 25 cents with a rebate of 5 cents 
on each fastener conditioned upon 
prompt settlement of bills. The price 
at which the fasteners were furnished 
to the government at first was fixed at 
$1.50 each, but later was reduced to 
$1.25 each. 

A flurry was oreated during one stage 
of the proceedings when Attorney Kiuin- 
ler, representing the Lorengs, complained 
to the court that Postoffice Inspector 
Walter Mayer had been talking to wit- 
nesses before they came on the stand.

In part he said: 

“What shall we do with the negro? 
Certainly the education suited to the 
white chitd does not suit the negro. This 
has been demonstrated by forty years 
of experience, and the expenditure in the 
gouthern states of nearly three hundred 
million of dollars. It was natural, and 
quite reasonable, immediately after th2 
civil war, especially by those who had 
made but a superficia) study of the ne- 
gro, to expect freedom, equal educational 
facilities, and the example of the whii- 
man, would have the effect of improv- 
ing his morals, and making a betfer man 
of him generally. But it has not, I am 
sorry to say. As a race he is deterior- 
ating morally every day. Time has 
demonstrated that he is more criminal 
as a free man than as a Slave, that he 
is increasing in criminality with fright- 
ful rapidity, being one-third more crimi- 
nal in 1890 than in 1880. The startling 
facts revealed by the census show that 
those who can read and write are more 
criminal than fhe illiterates, which is 
true of no other element of our popula- 
tion. I am advised th# the minimum 
illiteracy among the negroes is found in 
New England where it is 21.7 per cent. 
The maximum is found in the black belt, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and South Caro- 
lina, where it is 65.7 per cent. And yet 
the negro in New England is four and 
one-half times more criminal, hundred for 
hundred, than he is in the black belt.

If, after forty years of 
earnest effort, and the expenditure of 
fabulous sums of money to educate hia 
head, we have only’ succeeded _ in 
making a criminal out of him and 1m- 
perilling his usefulness and efficiency as 
a laborer, wisdom would suggest that we 
make another experiment, and see if we 
cannot improve him by educating his 
hand and his heart. There must be a 
moral sub-stratum upon which to bulld, 
or you cannot make a desirable citizen. 
The negro as a race is devoid of that 
element. He has never felt the gullt of 
sin—the restraining influence of moral 
seruples, or the goading of an outraged 
conscience. These are unknown to tne 
real negro. Slavery is the only process 
by which he has ever been Made partly 
civilized. God Almighty created the ne- 
gro for a» menial. He is essentially a 
servant. In every age of the world’s his- 
tory it has been shown that his civiliza- 
tion will last only so long as he is under 
control of the superior race that in- 
culeated it. When left to himself, he has 
universally gone back to the barbarism 
of his native jungles. While a few 
mixed breeds and freaks of the race 
may possess qualities which justify them 
to aspirations above their station, the 
fact still remains that the race is fit for 
that and nothing more. At any rate, that 
is all he will ever accomplish in Mis- 
sissippi, and as it is in Mississippi so wiil 
it be ultimately fn all the states. The 
white man will not and should not share 
sovereignty and dominion with him. 

“The time has come when the truth 
should be told about this matter. It 
matters not how disagreeable it may 
be to hear it. The first step toward 
changing the educational system of the 
state, so as to meet the demands of 
both races, it occurs to me, is for the 
legislature to submit to the people, a 
proposition to amend the constitution, s° 
as to give The legislature unrestricted 
authority in dealing with the _ public 
school question. Surely the legislature 
elected every four years by the peopis 
can be relied upon to do the proper 
thing in the matter, without constitu- 
tional proscription. It is quite certain 
that little can be done to relieve the 
present most undesirable condition of 
things while the constitution remains as 
it is.”

state militia; curtailment of the appoin- 
tive power of the governor and enlarge- 
ment of the elective privileges of ths 
people; amendments to the primary elec- 
tion law, eliminating the plurality and 
electoral features, and more drastic 
punishment for the fraudulent use of 
money in campaigns; liberal appropria- 
tions for the schools; uniform system 
of text books; separate sieeping and din- 
ing cars for the races; sale of the gov- 
ernor’s mansion and erection of a private 
residence in some other part of the 
city; liberal system of pensions for in- 
digent ex-confederates.

‘‘Whatever bitterness or acrimony the 
recent campaign may have engendered, 
the wounds inflicted in the contests for 
the places, the disappointments and 
heartburnings that resulted from the 
conflict, let us try to mollify, -conciliate 
and mutually forgive, join hands, united 
in heart and mind, and present a solid 
front, as we march forward to meet 
the grave responsibilities of the future. 
Life is too short to be taken up In re- 
membering or brooding over disagreeable 
Or immaterial things.’’

LUMBER MEN 
OF THE SOUTH 


Their Association Is Holding 
Annual Meeting in 
New Orleans, 


New Orleans, January !9.—The South- 
ern Lumber Manufacturers’ Association 
met here today in their fourteenth an- 
nual session. N. W. McLeod, president 
of the association, called the meeting to 
order, and immediately began the read- 
ing of his annual report. Concerning the 
outlook for the lumber trade, President 
McLeod sald: 


“The consumption of lumber in the 
will. probably be very greatly in- 
creased on account of the high prices the 
southern farmers have been getting for 
their products. Estimates of stocks on 
hand only show 4 per cent more January 
|, 1904, than was shown a year #0. 
When it is considered that on account 
of inability to obtain transportation fa- 
cilities, and that there ts an actual short- 
age in the retall yards of over three 
hundred million feet, and that it will take 
the movement of that amount before the 
retail vards will have a normal stock, it 
will be seen that there is an actual 
shortage of lumber on hand, and that the 
conditions of supply and demand area 
favorable to the manufacturer.”’ 

Secretary George K. Smith, dispensing 
with roll call, presented his annual re- 
port, which was an exhaustive review 
of the trade. Referring to production of 
lumber, he said: 

‘‘Reports from 365 mills for 1902 showed 
4,536.655,682 feet produced. These same 
mills with thirty additional show 4,762.- 
791,778 feet. an increase of 226,000,000 
feet We estimate this to be between 
80 and 90 per cent of the output of the 
six state in which the mille are located, 
viz.: Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, Louis- 
jana, Mississippi and Alahama. 

“Our clearing house summary for 1903 
compiled from 203 mills shows 3,108,000. - 
000 feet cut, showing an Increase over 
the 175 mills in 1902 of 446,000,000 feet 
cut.”’ 

After an executive session the conven- 
tion adjourned until tomorrow.

WRIGHT TALKS 
IN OWN BEHALF 


Promoter Says He Impover- 


ished Family To Aid 
Company. 


London, January 19.—There was a con- 
siderable crush in court and a buzz of 
anticipation when Whitaker Wright, 
the company promotor, on trial on the 
charge of fraud, entered the witness 
box today. 

The former financier was composed and 
answered questions finmly. He first re- 
lated the story of his life in Ainerica 
and then. told of the foundation of the 
London and Globe Corporation, which, 
he declared, was prosperous until the 
end of 1899, after the South African war 
had started, when matters became dis. 
astrous. The witness added that he as- 
sisted the company out of his privatc 
pocket, lending it between $2,000,CC0 and 
$2,500,000. 

Previous to this time he had prepared 
a settlement of $1,500,000 on his familv, 
giving $500,000 to each of his children, 
but one day in 1899 the cOmpany’s ac- 
countant informed him that he must 
have $1,500,000 or the company woula 
be obliged to suspend. Witness said he 
supplied the money, and consequently 
the settlement on his family was never 
carried out. 

Wright admitted that he only held 
2,500 shares of the London and Globe 
Corporation at the time of the crisis and 
said he tried to induce the late Lord 
Dufferin to resign his directorship be- 
cause the newspapers attacked him over 
Lord Dufferin’s shoulders. The witness 
had intimated to Lord. Dufferin that the 
position of the chairman of a specula- 
tive company was not dignified, but Lord 
Dufferin replied that he was well satis- 
fied and that he wished to retain his 
position, 


WAR ON COTTON BOLL WEEVIL. 


Secretary Wilson Is Arranging De- 
tails of ‘ampaign. 
Washington, sanuary 19.—Secretary 
Wilson is arranging Ahe details of the 
campaign authorized by congress to bé 
waged against the cotton boll weevil. 
A number of government entomologists 
and scientists already are en route to the 
ravaged Texas fields and to the Sabine 
river valley in Louisiana, the pest hav- 
ing been reported from three places in 
that section.

The prince. of Montenegro is said to 
have received a mandate from Russia to 
clear up the precarious situation in Ser- 
via and King Peter is alleged to have 
recognized the untenability of his posi- 
tion and to be willing to abdicate. His 
successor, it is added, will only be per- 
mitted to ascend the throne conditional 
upon his agreeing to punish the leaders 
of the conspiracy which resulted in the 
assassination of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga, removing all those who 
were directly or indirectly concerned in 
the regicide. 

The statement published by The Neues 
Weiner Journal is not confirmed, but all 
reports indicate that affairs in Servia 
are steadily growing worse, and that 
they are causing the greatest anxiety in 
Russia and Austria. The Servian con- 
spirators are said to be openly threat- 
ening to take revenge on Europe by join- 
ing in the expected Macedonian outbreak 
in the spring. The internal condition of 
Servia is alarming. Outside the towns 
life and property are insecure. The roads 
are infested with brigands.

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CRUELTY CAUSE 
OF REBELLION 


Dr. Bebel, in Reichstag, Dis- 
cusses Rising of Natives 
Against Germany. 


Berlin, January !9.—The bills author- 
izing an expenditure. of $700,000 made 
necessary by the recent Herros uprising 
passed their second reading in the relch- 
stag today. Dr. Stewbel, of the colonial 
department, admitted that the uprising 
in South Africa was serious. According 
to information received by the colonial 
office, he said, the rising of the Bondel- 
swarts tribesmen had _ unquestionably 
been ended between the 6th and [Oth of 
January, but at the same time came the 
first news of the movement in central 
southwest Africa. The cablegram arrived 
January !!1 from Windhoek saying that 
Okaheandejak had been occupied by na- 
tives and the telegraph connection with 
Windhoek and Swakopmund was inter- 
rupted. The government immediately dis- 
patched a relief column by railroad, but 
it is not known how far it got. The relief 
of Otympbkue, a misfion station south of 
Windhoek, which also was occupied by 
natives, was attempted from Karibib, and 
forces had just been sent to protect the 
railroad station at Karibib. One German 
post in the northern portion of the Herros 
territory also was besieged. The acting 
governor of German Southwest Africa 
was demanding a battalion of field artil- 
lery. The territory involved in the rising 
embraced a population of 1,542 whites. 
The fundamental cause of the revolt was 
the inability of the natives to forget their 
former freedom, The Germans had been 
accustomed to regard the Herros as 
allies against the Witboys. The Herros 
remained loyal in 1896 When the first ris- 
ing was suppressed. 

‘“‘Nevertheless,”” Dr. Steubel continued, 
“the Herros remained enemies of polit- 
ical and social order.’’ Moreover, with 
the railoads came additional farmers and 
the dispossession of natives, through the 
purchase of lands. The government had 
introduced a short repurchase term for 
land bought of natives. The interests of 
the settlers and natives conflicted in 
many respects. Apparently the present 
rising had been planned long ago, and 
had been kept secret. It was significant 
that numerous laborers employed in the 
Transvaal mines, on learning of the 
Bondelswarts war, turned to participate 
in it. The farmers and missionaries were 
completely surprised. 

Dr. Spahn, a member of the central 
party, said he thought it safe to pledge 
the whole house to support the govern- 
ment, although it was true that the rising 
was due to other causes than the govern- 
ment had referred to, particularly to the 
severity with which traders had enforced 
the payment of debts contracted by the 
natives. 

Herr Bebe!l, the socialist leader, said he 
was not opposed to hasty action. He ex- 
plained that similar risings had charac- 
terized colonization as practiced by the 
civilized nations throughout the world, 
and quoted from a letter from southwest 
Africa ‘saying thatif the Herros began a 
struggle it would be in desperation, Herr 
Bebel added that he believed the Herros 
had sufficient reasons for desperation. 
Missionary reports complained of the 
furtherance of immorality and drunken- 
ness by the settlers, and an additional 
cause for desperation was the freedom 
with which bodily chastisement was prac- 
ticed. ‘ 

Pending the arrival of more exact in- 
formation, the socialists would abstain 
from voting, without prejudice to their 
general opposition to the colonial policy.

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Mr. Smyth in Colombia. 

The developments at the Washifiz- 
ton end of the Panama canal imbroglio 
within the last twenty-four hours 
have brought out in bold relief the 
clean-cut accuracy of the work of Clif- 
ford Smyth, The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent in Colombia. 

An exceedingly interesting proof of 
the adroitness and dispatch with 
which Mr. Smyth has made way in the 
confidence of high Colombian officials 
is the dovetailing of his mysterious 
cablegram dated the 16th and the 


startling reports current in Washing- | 


ton yesterday. Mr. Smyth cabled on 
that date that while dissatisfaction 
against General Reyes for protracting 
his. stay in the United States was pro 
nounced, at the same time there was 
a well-defined rumor afloat that he 
was working on a radically new plan. 

This new plan was frankly discuss- 
ed in Washington political circles yes- 
terday. 

Its pith is the purchasing outright 
by this country of the strip across 
Panama, both the latter republic and 
Colombia to be placated by reasonable 
sums of money, in consideration of 
which both will sign a quit claim deed 
in favor of Uncle Sam. 

The fact that Mr. Smyth secured 
the news three days before it 
was made known here demonstrated 
beyond need of comment the enter- 
prise and reliability which are charac- 
terizing his efforts. It will be re- 
membered, too, that a few days ago 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia, made one 
of Mr. Smyth’s cablegrams the basis 
for an address showing how disas- 
trously the attitude of the United 
States was affecting the civic integri- 
ty of Colombia. At the time, Senator 
Foraker, republican, challenged Mr. 
Bacon’s statements on the ground that 
Mr. Smyth was a resident of Carta- 
gena. As a matter of fact, Mr. Smyth 
is an American, born and reared in 
New York city, and has for the last 
year made Atlanta his home. 

He was appointed consul general to 
Cartagena under the last Cleveland 
administration, and it was his tactful 
treatment of the dignitaries and na- 
tives during his term of office that has 
enabled him to secure the confidential 
information~ cabled recently. Bven 
with their faith in his friendliness and 
his knowledge of their national and 
racial eccentricities, Mr. Smyth is due 
unusual credit for having gained such 
a firm footing in the face of an ex- 
quisitely delicate situation. He land- 
ed in Colombia at a time when the na- 
tive wrath against everything Amer- 
ican was boiling, and the fact that he 
is enabled to anticipate the occurrence 
of critical turns in the strained rela- 
tions of the three countries is a testi- 
monial to his professional skill and 
his shrewd -diplomacy. 
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Heath and Hanna. 

Perry Heath, whose name has been 
prominently mentioned in the same 
breath with the postal scandals, is 
still secretary of the republican na- 
tional committee, and seems to be 
having a very good time generally. 
He doesn’t run after reporters—in 
fact, he makes an effort to avoid 
them—but when they succeed in cor- 
nering him, he shuts his eyes and 
opens his mouth, and proceeds to 
show them that he is not an inmate 
of a deaf and dumb asylum. 

The fact that he still retains his 
secretaryship, with charges hanging 
over him, is such an interesting com- 
bination of affairs that the reporters 
invariably allude to it. When asked if 
it is his purpose to resign the secre- 
taryship, Mr. Heath seems to be very 
much amused. He smiles. broadly, 
and confesses that he has no inten- 
tion of resigning. He says that all 
who want him to resign are his ene- 
mies, and enemies are the sort of 
people whom he doesn’t feel like 
obliging. 

Another interesting piece of  in- 
formation that he gives out is that he 
is in the posiuon of a man who is 
about tobe crucified for doing his 
duty honestly and faithfully, and he 
adds that some very strenuous per- 
sons have escaped only for the time 
being. Just who the strenuous per- 
sons are he will not say, but while he 
is silent he has a very knowing look. 

Meanwhile, and in between times, 
he is engaged in keeping the Hanna 
boom warm, and if he continues to put 
kindling wood under it, it bids fair 
to reach the boling point at an early 
day. He says, however, that. he is 
not booming Senator Hanna, for the 
reason that he is a man who doesn’t 
need to be boomed. It isn’t necessary, 
according to Mr. Heath, to manufac- 
ture sentiment for Mr. Hanna in the 
republican party, for itis already 
manufactured. 

The place where Mr. Heath was 
caught by the reporter was the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, and he mentioned it as a 
fact that of the fifteen railroad presi- 
dents who were at that time stopping 
at the hotel, ten had seen Mr. Hanna 
and urged him to become a candidate 
for president. Now, although Mr. 
Heath is in the position of a man who 
has charges hanging over him, his 
statements make it plain that there 
will be some surprising developments 
in the republican party when the con- 
vention meets. 

All the signs go to show that there 
is trouble ahead for Mr. Roosevelt, 
who has been somewhat too eager— 
from a republican point of view—to 
shake the rascals out. By his activity 
in this matter (though he is far from 
being as active as the conditions 
seem to demand) he has hurt the feel- 
ings of many of the republican hus- 
tlers, and he will be very bitterly op- 
posed in the national republican con- 
vention. 

Mr. Heath declares that Mr. Hanna 
is a big enough man to speak for him- 
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self, but he doesn’t need to; he has 
other men to speak for him, the work- 
ers in the delegate mills, the political 
bosses, the men who know what they 
are about; and the outcome is only a 
question of Mr. Roosevelt’s develop- 
ment as a thoroughgoing politician. 
The mass of republican voters may 
be favorable to him, but this mass 
has been in the habit of following 
such leaders as Hanna. 

The republican organs are making a 
great play because the democrats 
seem to have no favorite leader for 
the nomination; but the leader will 
develop when the occasion arises, and 
he will win, too. 

Georgia at the World’s Fair. 

The work of raising the needful 
funds to erect a building at St. Louis 
which will typify the enterprise and 
progressive spirit of the people of this 
ptate, and at the same time serve as 
the home and headquarters of all 
Georgia visitors to the fair, will be 
rapidly prosecuted. The fair opens 
May 1 and the committee wishes to 
wind up all the preliminary work as 
speedily as possible, so as to derive 
full returns. 

Already something like $10,000 has 
been secured through popular sub- 
scription for this purpose, buf the 
amount raised is only about one-third 
of what is desired and needed by the 
committee to place this state before 
the cosmopolitan visitors to the great 
exposition in a manner befitting the 
world-wide importance of the event 
and in a way commensurate with the 
resources of the state and comparable 
with the plans of the other leading 
commonwealths of the union. 

The building of the state of New 
York will represent an outlay of 
$1,000,000; Pennsylvania will make an 
expenditure of $275,000; Kentucky, 
$75,000; the legislature having by a 
vote of five to one appropriated this 
sum to supplement the $30,000 raised 
by popular effort. Mississippi will re- 
produce “Beauvoir,” Virginia will 
erect a model of ‘“Monticello,” and 
Tennessee will make a facsimile of 
“The Hermitage” to demonstrate the 
patriotism and progressive commer- 
cial accomplishments of its people. 

Hugh V. Washington, chairman of 
the Georgia building committee, ap- 
pointed by Governor Terrell, declares 
in an interview that he favors a build- 
ing patterned-after the noble ccionial 
type of “Sutherland,” the home of the 
late General John B. Gordon, which is 
distinctively southern in architecture 
and the model of so many beautiful 
and costly homes throughout the state 
that the Georgia visitor would not feel 
that he was so far away from his na- 
tive state when he enters its portals. 
This pattern of building is also favor- 
ed by Commissioner Dudley Hughes. 
The announcement that Gordon’s 
home might be reproduced by Geor- 
gia, created cordial approval and 
aroused enthusiastic comment among 
the camps of confederate veterans and 
many southern people in the border 
state of belligerent days. Georgia is 
regarded among the citizens of Mis- 
souri as a typical representative of the 
progressive spirit of the new south. 

Mr. Washington, vice commissioner 
genera] for Georgia, gives hearty ex- 
pression to his pleasure at the pros- 
pect of securing the world-wide ad- 
vertising and increased prominence 
before the people of the northwestern 
part of our own country and the whole 
civilized world, that would: accrue 
from a proper presentation of Geor- 
gia’s resources and unmatched advan- 
tages for the home seeker and the 
thrifty investor. 
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Cotton Prospects. 

It has not yet been clearly shown 
that high-priced cotton has hurt any- 
body under the sun except those mills 
that are too far away from the fields 
to take advantage of the opportunity 
to secure their supplies on favorable 
terms. The foreign mills are probably 
more seriously embarrassed than 
those of New England, but in due 
course, the prices of mill products 
will rise so as to provide a handsome 
margin of profit even for those that 
are most unfavorably situated. 

Meanwhile, it is to be observed that, 
in spite of the sudden and unexpected 
rise in prices, our cotton exports have 
not been seriously cut down. It is 
true that in the number of pounds our 
exports have shown a shrinkage, but 
it is a fact that in 1908 we received 
$378,000,000 for 3,620,000,000, against 
$232,000,000 in 1898 for 4,178,000,000. 
This is a pretty good showing, both 
for the country and for the southern 
growers. 

The cause for better prices seems 
to be altogether beyond the reach of 
speculation. The demand for the sta- 
ple has increased faster than any one 
could anticipate, and when the rise 
came it found some of the most con- 
servative milis without a sufficient 
reserve to keep them going. Another 
cause has been the increase of new 
spindles in the south. Every mill that 
has been built during the past few 
years stands for an increased demand, 
and brings the day nearer when the 
bulk of the crop will be spun closer to 
the cotton fields. 

Moreover, in spite of war and pesti- 
lence, the population of the world has 
increased, and this increase must be 
clothed cheaply. Tle badge of civil- 
ization in those countries where the 
missionary finus work to do may be 
said to be a cotton garment. There 
seems to be nothing to prevent a con- 
tinually increased demand for raw cot- 
ton, and if Providence and the scien- 
tists will take care of the: boll-weevil, 
the south will have no difficulty in 
providing a sufficient number of 
pounds of the staple to keep the whole 
world decently clothed. 

There was a time, at the beginning 


of the season, when some of the | 


southern mill-owners began to show a 
restless and uneasy spirit in the fate 
of the upward tendeticy of cotton, but 
fortunately for all concerned, the fe- 
ver s¢ems to have gone down. Fair 
prices for cotton mean a good time for 
the south, and good profits for both 
the planter and the manufacturer, 
and low prices mean precisely the re- 
verse. Comparatively high prices for 
staple articles are always the mark 
ofa period of prosperity and good 
profits. 

The price of manufactured cotton 
will go up until it represents a fair 
profit for the mills—in fact, the rise 
has already begun. The relations be 
tween the prosperity of the cotton- 
growers and that of the whole coun- 
try are clearly marked out. Good 
prices for cotton mean an increase of 
trade in all directions following an 
increased demand for goods that will 
permeate every line of manufacture 
and production. 

Moreover, so far from embarrassing 
the mills, we look forward confidently 
to a great renewal in the work of es- 
tablishing new mills at the south. 
This will increase the demand for the 
staple, and tend to keep consumption 
a little ahead of production. 

eeennnnnnnieeen al 
Poor King Peter. 

Peter, king of Servia, by grace 
of the assassins of Alexander and 
Draga, is in a plight most unenviable. 
France has just withdrawn her min- 
ister and sent a minor Official to act 
as charge d’affaires, because he has 
not taken sufficiently energetic steps 
to redress the violent deaths of the 
former rulers. 

Reports also indicate that practical- 
ly all of the important powers have 
followed a similar course, or one of 
greater emphasis, in that the bulk of 
them do not even provide for a lesser 
representative at Belgrade. The sev- 
ering of diplomatic relations between 
the kingdom of Servia and the govern- 
ments whose friendliness guarantee 
its unstable existence is grave enough 
in itself, without the added probability 
that unless Peter feeds the guillotine 
at an early date with the parties per- 
sona non grata, the offended courts of 
KHurope will deprive him of his little 
puppet crown, or, perhaps, degrade him 
even more keenly. 

Peter is asking them, though, in 
the name of common sense, what is he 
to do? He was called to the throne 
by the very men who did to death the 
objectionable king and queen; he has 
promoted many of them to positions 
of trust in the government service; 
they have become his dearest friends; 
together they play pinocle and lawn 
tennis; side by side they make re- 
lentless war onthe stout stein and the 
puissant pousse cafe; they smoke the 
same brand of .cigars, and when one 
takes snuff the other sneezes vio- 
lently and obsequiously. Would you 
ask a man dwelling with his friends 
in such tender amity to separate them 
from their heads at the behest of med- 
dlesome outsiders? 

Peter, too, is a rather timid man. 
That is shown by the fact that he 
stayed under cover in Naples while thes 
butchering was proceeding, only 
showing himself when all the oppo- 
nents of the new regime were in the 
hands of the doctors or undertakers. 
Even then, his only motive. was the 
salvation of his dear country, rapidly 
drifting toward the rocks of disinte- 
gration. Yet his retiring and modest 
disposition warns him that should he 
take punitive steps against his com- 
rades and counsellors, their friends 
and the army would probably bar all 
the exits to the palace and then barbe- 
cue him in installments. 

Already his days are haunted by 
fears of poisoning and his nights made 
sleepless in mortal dread of the fate 
of his predecessors. His conscience 
writhes, too, at the occasional neces- 
sity of hamstringing importunate cred- 
itors from Paris, or bullying the re- 
luctant treasurer. What’s to be done 
he knows not. His every outlook is 
on gloomy vistas. In the language of 
our friend Leon, he begins to wish 
himself “back in that dear Naples.”

The “William M. Wadley.” 

Editor Constitution: Please eive me 
short space in the columns of your ex- 
cellent paper to give expression to some 
thoughts inspired by the recent announce- 
ment in the public press of Georgia, tnat 
the present management of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company would 
name one of its boats Willlam M. Wadley. 

Having for many years acted an hum- 
ble part in the service of this great cor- 
poration, under the splendid management 
of Mr. Wadley, I think I thoroughly un- 
derstood his character and ability. He 
devoted his life to the successful develop- 
ment of the material prosperity of thw 
country, and gave dignity and character 
to labor. All who knew him recognizes 
his ability and success, his integrity of 
character, his inflexible justice, his com- 
prehensive and farseeing intellect and 
loved him for his purity of public and 
private life. 

Mr. Wadley, while always looking with 
jealous care to the great property he rep- 
resented, never forgot the rights and in- 
terests of the humblest employee, and by 
his consideration inspired in all a pro- 
found love and respect. 

If it be true that ‘“‘An honest man ts 
the noblest work of God,’’ then Mr. Wad- 
ley was entitled to that distinction, for he 
was honest from principlé, not from 
policy. 

It ig said that old people live in the 
past, and are disposed to magnify it at 
the expense of the present and future, 
but I feel that'I am not controlled by 
this influence when I give credit to Mr. 
Wadley for the creation of the splendid 
system known as the Central of Georgia 
railway.

W. R. HEARST OUTLINES 
HIS VARIOUS POLICIES 


Washigton, January 1!9.—A gofrespon- 
dent of The Chicago Tribune talked with 
W. R. Hearst for an hour on general 
political quvéstions and especially upon 
matters concerning himself and the im- 
pending democratic nomination for the 
presidency. The sum of what was said 
may be gathered together into questions 
and answers as fdllows: 

“Mr. Hears who do you conceive to 
be the attitude of the more conservative 
Clas8 toward You; that is, how would 
the average conservative citizen look upon 
your nomination for the presidency?” 


“That depends upon what you mean by | 


conservative,’ replied Mr. Hearst. ‘‘For 
myself, I should define conservatism 4s 
the preservation of those qualities, rights 
and principles of proved value to the 
American people. 

“I think that the fundamental Ameri- 
Can ideas which have developed this coun- 
try, making its national wealth and 
gTeatness, while fostering the indtyjdual 
happiness and prosperity of its citizens 
should be conserved. 

“T am conservative in the sense that I 
believe in the spirit and in the letter of 
the United States constitution, the Deg ir- 
ation of Independence and in the charac- 
ters and purposes of such men as WaAash- 
ington, Jefferson, Jackson and Lincoln. 

Combines and Combines. 

“I do not consider the steel trust con- 
servative, for instance. The efforts of a 
certain limited law defying class in Amef- 
ica today is to establish an industrial 
feudalism on the lines of the old military 
feudalism and for the same purposes— 
the exploitation and control of the many 
by the few. This effort to destroy the 
liberty and individual independence 0 ¢ 
the people through criminal industria! 
combinations {s not conservatism along 
American linés. 

“I do not consider conservative the 
modern establishment of a system of 
unsound piratical finance on the lines 
of the shipyard trust or a hundred other 
trusts that have collapsed afier taking 
the people's savings. 

“Today I talked to an old gentleman 
recently arrived from Atlanta. He said 
that when he first made the journey from 
Atlanta to New York, fifty years ago, 
he changed cars fourteen times, recheck- 
ed his baggage that number of times and 
only reached New York after a week 
of traveling. 

“Obviously a combination in rallroad- 
ing enabling the citizen to travel that 
distance in one day, without changing 
cars and at half the cost, is an improve- 
ment. It is a benefit to the entire popu- 
lation, as well as a source of great and 
legitimate profit to the few whose exer- 
utive ability and foresight bring about 
the combination.”’ 

Issues for Democracy. 

“On what issues, Mr. Hearst, do you 
think the next democratic campajgn will 
be fought out?’ 

“The main issue of a party of the 
people is to attend to the main business 
before the people. 

“The universal 
toward industrial 
ganization. 

“The great issue of the day, therefore, 
is the regulation and control of that 
tendency to organization—in other words, 
the trust issue. 

“In a mining region the chief issue 
is the mining laws. In a castle country 
the chief issue is the laws affecting cat- 
tle and pasture. 

‘In this country of sudden trust devel- 
opment the one dominating issue—made 
so by the trusts themselves—is the trust 
issue. The trusts must be kept within 
the law and if there are no laws strong 
enough to check them then such laws 
must be made. 

“The tariff is more important today 
than ever because of its vital influence 
upon the trust question. Mr. Havemeyer, 
of the sugar trust, enlightened the peo- 
ple usefully when he said: ‘The tariff 
is the mother of the tTfusts.’ The tariff 
is certainly the foster mother of the 
trusts and it can be used to curb and 
rule them. ‘ 

‘Today we see industries that have de- 
veloped under a tariff system absolutely 
indifferent to the public welfare. These 
monopolistic industries, utterly devoid of 
anv thought for the naticr’s welfare use 
the tariff to put the home consumers at 
a disadvantage compared with foreign- 
ers—the stee] trust, for instance, sells 
for $22 per ton in Canada the steel for 
which it charges $28 at home. 


The Canal. 


‘What about Panama and Mr. Roese- 
velt’s recognition of the new republic?’ 

For twenty years in Tye San Francisco 
Examiner and my other newspapers as I 
got them I have been advocating an 
isthmian canal. That makes it difficult 
for me to take a harsh view of any effort 
to supply the great national] necessity. I 
have always been in favor of the Nica- 
ragua reute. IT wdlt think it best for tre 
people of this country and the most 
feasible. It should have been buiJt under 
the Spooner act. Nevertheless if the party 
in power has positively determined to 
build no canal but the Panama canal, 
then it would not become the democratic 
party to block what may be, for the pres- 
ent, the only obtainable solution of the 
canal problem.”’ 

The Labor Unions. 

In regard to the labor unions with 
whose interests his name has often been 
linked, Mr. Hearst said: 

‘‘Poverty-stricken people do not eat 
beef or mutton, they do not buy woolen 
clothes in profusion. They have not 
enough for their necessities, nething at 
all for the books, thé travel, the pleas- 
ures that should accompany genuine 
national prosperity. 

“The labor union, with its good prices 
for good work, enables the father to 
keep his children in school instead of 
sending them to the factory. Thus it adds 
to the intelligence and health of the fu- 
ture generation, besides increasing 
prosperity in the present. 

“It is, of course, true that the demands 
of trades unions are not always just or 
wise. The unions are made up of human 
beings with ordinary human weaknesses, 
But the unions at least ask pay for la- 
bor which they actually pefrorm, for 
services actually rendered. They do not 
Aamana Cwtartiqonata nriane FAr thea nena 
ucts of others. And yet the unions 4re 
subjected to the more harsh criticism 
than the trusts. For instance, in my 
business, the producing of newspaper, 
there came simultaneously two demands. 

“The trust demanded an increased price 
far paper and one of the unions demanded 
an increased price for labor. 

‘A number of my brother newspaper 
owners gathered in my office and sug- 
gested a union of newspapers to prevent 
an increase in the wages of the workers. 
I asked them why it would not be better 
to combine to prevent the trust from 
getting {ts arbitrary increase in the price 
of paper. But I could not interest them 
in that. They seemed to think it all right 
for a great trust to ask for more money 
arbitrarily, but all wrong for men that 
work to ask for more monéy to meet 
theconstantly increasing cost of living.” 

The Money Questipn. 

“What about the money question, Mr. 
Hearst?” 

‘The gold democrats, therefore, if they 
are sincere, should be in hearty opposi- 
tion to the trust. Their chief objection to 
free silver, you remember, was their 
dread that it would diminish the value 
of the doMar and decrease instantly the 
purchasing power of wages. 

“The decrease in the purchasing power 
cf wages can be brought about just as 
effectively through increased cost of liv- 
ing as through the diminished value of 
the dollar. 

“Personally I have supported the demo- 
cratic party because I am a democrat 
and for other reasons than the free coin- 
age of silver. But those gentlemen who 
bolted the party should be equally con- 
cerned now that they see as an accom- 
plished fact an increased price of life’s 
necessities and a& decrease in the buylng 
strength of the workers’ dollar. They 
should unite again with the democratic 
nde f vin - its warfare against criminal 
trust.’

Mr. Washington was accompanied by 
Hon. Glascock Barrett and together they 
made a careful and thorough investiga- 
tion of .the available sites on the fair 
grounds and secured one with a good 
elevation, in almost a f”rrect line frem 
the main entrance to the grounds and 
not over half a mile distant from the 
enfrance, adjoining the state building of 
Virginia, and just across from the head- 
quarters of Tennessee and Idaho. Th» 
locgtion affords a clear, unobstructed view 
of the prettiest wooded portion of the 


park, is not more than two city blocks 
from the magnificant terrace of the 
states and the fine arts building, and 
just above the building of Jerusalem, 
which will be the most attractive mecca 
for fair visitors. Japan and Morocco 
will have exhibits in the same street with 
the above mentioned group of southeru 
states, and from present indications Ja- 
pan promises to have an exhibit that 
will prove most interesting to sightscers 
and students of world history. Georgia, 
is, therefore, as may be seen, well sit- 
uated in point of interest and advantage, 
ang her building will be conveniently 
located to a large and well appointed res- 
taurant. 

Part of Georgia’s exhibit will be located 
in the agricultural building, which is not 
over three squares distant from the state 
building and on a direct line with the 
Philippine section. 

Mr. Washington declares that no time 
should be lost in commencing the eres- 
tion of Georgia’s state building so that 
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this state may derive the full benefit from 
the crowds that attend the fair from the 
date of opening, May |. Already thou- 
gands of visitors are being. admitted 
daily at a nominal charge. He declares 
that everything is running at high ten- 
sion, carpenters are in flerce demand 
and plasterers are easily earning $7 per 
day for a half day’s work.

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Charies H. Phillips, commercial agent 
of the Missouri Pacific in Atlanta, when 
in the newspaper business some years 
ago had gsevera] interesting experiences 
with George Francis Train, otherwise 
known as Citizen Train, the unique and 
picturesque character who died Monday 
in New York at one of the Mills ho- 
tels, 

Mr. Phillips first knew Mr. Train in 
Omaha, where he was engaged in finan- 
cial operations and at which point he 
‘made his race for president of the United 
States on an independent ticket. This 
was in 1872. Mr. Train sent out postal 
cards all over the country bearing his 
picture and asserting as a fact that he 
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each attending the 
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would be the next president of the United 
States, 

But it was years later when associated 
with the United Press, which, up to a 
few years ago was one of the foremost 
néws Organizations of the country, .that 
Mr. Phillips succeeded im securing from 
Citizen Train one of the most inter- 
esting stories of the day. 

“I had known Mr. Train casually for 
some years,” said Mr. Phillips yesterday, 
“and I am familiar with several of his 
peculiarities. He used to sit In the park 
in New York city with his umbrella, and 
when anyone approached him he- would 
raise it right in their face. It was a 
well-known fact that he would never 
shake hands with any one except chil- 
dren, for fear, it was said, of contam- 
ination. No newspaper man could get 
an interview or a story from him if he 
knew what was wanted, and it was oniy 
by handling him diplomatically that any 
information was ever secured. 

“Mr. Train had traveled extensively 
in China and had had conversations on 
several occasions with Li Hung Chang, 
the late Oriental statesman. Upon his 


return to America ne nad some interest- 
ing correspondence with Lt relating to 
political matters, and I was very anxious 
to get these letters for the United Press. 
I knew it would never do to go to him 
and ask him for them, for he would 
never have consented to give them up. 

“When I found Mr. Train at his hotel 
I approachéd him and addressed him 
without offering to shake hands, and 
engaged him’ in conversation. We talk- 
ed on all sorts of subjects and he gave 
Me copies of several of his lectures which 
I stuffed into my pockets. After talk- 
ing for an hour or more I finally said: 
‘You have traveled considerably in China 
recently, have you not?’ This geemed 
to interest him and he opened up on that 
subject. It was but a few ‘minutes be- 
fore we got around to the Li Hung Chang 
correspondence, and I suggested that it 
was too valuable a matter to remain 
hidden, and that it should be given to 
the world. He seemed to agree with 
me and wanted to know how it could be 
done. I told him I was connected, in- 
cirectly, with the United Press and had 
severa] friends there who would be glag 
to put the matter before the whole coun- 
try. Mr. Train seemed to take the sug- 
gestion and the letters were forthcoming. 
Ii Hung Chang ws a personage of great 
importance and interest at that time, 
and the letter made interesting reading. 
But if I had told Mr. Train when I first 
saw him that I was a newspaper man 
and had come to him for those letters, it 
is certain I would never have secured 
them. I don’t know that he had any 
special antipathy to newspaper men, but 
it was just one of his pecullarities never 
to give an interview or furnish any in- 
formation, if asked for it.’ 

Mr. Phillips said his acquaintance with 
Mr. Train was very limited, though he 
had known him for many years. He 
interviewed thim on one or two occa- 
sions, but on account of his peculiarities 
always had to approach him in a véry 
delicate manner. Mr. Train, he _ said, 
was a man of much learning and onc 
who knew well how to take care of him- 
self in spite of his many oddities. 


Only a year ago George Francis Train. 
when he was then 74 years old, dic- 
tated “the reminiscences of his extraor- 
difary career and the result was pub- 
lished in book form. 

Summarized in his own curious fash- 
jon, this contained the following informa- 
tion about his career:

Mr. Train's parents, with several broth- 
ers and sisters, died at New Orleuns, 
from yellow fever, and his childhood 
home was on his grandmother's farm 
in Massachusetts. Not long after enter- 
ing the Boston shipping house founded 
by his cousin, he went abroad and from 
that time on he wandered all over the 
globe. In 1873 he began a career as rec- 
turer and agitator and held public de- 
bates with some of the ablest orators 
in the country. A few years ago he 
made a trip around the world in sixty- 
Six days, saying afterward that his 
psychic force enabled him to overcomes 
all obstacles. When Mills hotel No. |! 
was opened several years ago, Mr. Train 
went there to live, and since then made 
it his headquarters. One of the features 
of his eventful life was his admiration 
for children, and for years a familiar 
spectacle in Madison square was ‘‘Cit!- 
zen” Train on a -bench surrounded by a 
group of little ones. 

Mr. Train's last misadventure occurred 
last summer, when he was quarantined 
at Stamford, Conn., in a smallpox camp 
and threatened that city with a suit for 
$50,000 damages. He was the author of 
at least forty books and frequently as- 
serted that his “psychic power’ event- 
ually would mage him the most potent 
sovereign on earth. 


“New York and all the east 1s much

Rules Are Laid Down for 
Selling Fertilizers in 
Bulk. 


Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. 
Stevens’ yesterday issued an important 


: 


fertilisers and fertiliser materials in bulk, 
under the law which was passed at the 
last session of the legislature. The ob- 
ject of this law was to permit the farmer 
or consumer to do his own mixing with- 
out having to pay the inspection tax. 

The new order, which has the approval 
of Attorney General John C. Hart, re- 
quires the registration of all who handle 
bulk fertilizer materials. It is as follows: 

“State of Georgia, Department of Ag- 
riculture, Atlanta, January 18, !904.— 
Ordered by the Commissioner: 

“That all importers, manufacturers, 
jobbers, dealers and manipulators of com- 
mercial fertilizers and fertilizer material, 
who desire to do business in this state 
under the act passed by the legislature 
in 1903 and approved by the vovernor 
August 14, 1903, providing a way by 
which bulk gouds may bw sold to indl- 
viduals or firms who desire to purchase 
the same for their own use and on their 
own land, but not for sale, shall conform 
to the foilowing order: 

‘Importers, manufacturers, jobbers, 
dealers and manipulators who desire to 
do business under this act are first re- 
quired by this department, before selling 
or offering for sale any fertilizer, acid 
phosphate or other fertilizer material in 
bulk, to register with this department 
upon blanks furnished by this department 
that they desire to sell in bulk. They 
shall state the source from which they 
obtain their acid phosphate, nitrogen and 
potash. They shall also state the guar- 
antee they place upon these goods be- 
fore selling or offering for sale. 

“After they have registered then they 
may proceed to sell or offer for sale 
fertilizers, acid phosphate or other fer- 
tilizer material in bulk to persons, in- 
dividuals or firms who desire to pur- 
chase same for their own use on their 
own land, but not for sale. 

“When auch sales are made in bulk 
and delivered or shipped, the importers. 
manufacturers, jobbers, dealers and ma- 
nipulators who have so registered and 
operating under this law shall notifv this 
department upon the delivery of the 
goods or the shipment of the same, and 
shall state the name of the person to 
whom sold, where shippéd. number of 
tons shipped and the grade of goods, 
and shall at the same time remit to this 
department 10 cents per ton for each 
ton delivered or shipped. This Includes 
all local deliveries as well as shinments. 

“Any vioiation of this rule shall be 
construed to be a violation of the act 
passed by the legislature of 1903 and 
apnroved by the governor August 14, 


1903.

Actien Taken by Board for 
Promotion of Target 
Practice, 


"a 

Washington, January 19.—(Special.)— 
Georgia members of the militia organiza- 
tions will be interested In the provisions 
for future rifle practice contests which 
have been made by the national board 
for the promotion of tagret practice, 
which has just completed its work after 
a two-days’ session here. 

The results of this meeting are em- 
braced in a set of ruleg to govern the 
annual rifle competitions in the future. 
Under these, no person shall be eligible 
to be entered as one of the team of any 
state who does not present to the exec- 
utive officer a certificate from the proper 
authority showing that he has done 75 
per cent of military duty in the organiza- 
tion to which he belongs during the pre- 
ceding year. 

One of the most important rules is that 
alj) members of the team winning the 
first place who actually shot in the con- 
test, are debarred from further compe- 
tition in team events of the national 
match for a period of two years, It 
was further decided that should any 
team win two successive years whether 
second, third, fourth, fifth or sixth place, 
all members thereof who have participa- 
ted in those two years’ shooting will be 
debarred from further team  competi- 
ticns for a period of two years. 

The national match will be opén to 
teams of twelve men from the following: 
The army of the United States, one team 
from the infantry and one from the 
cavalry; the marine corps, the national 
guard or unifornted milffla of each of 
the states and territories, one team each; 
slow, rapid and skirmish fire will be used 
in the national! match. 

The team making the highest aggregate 
tota] score in the three days’ competi- 
tion will be awarded the national tro- 
phy, authorized by congress, tio aost 
$1,000, and a cash prize of $500; the 
second team will get the Hilton trophy 
and $300 In cash; the third team the sol- 
dier of Marathon prize and the next four 
teams wil] get cash prizes ranging from 
$200 to $50.

the cotnty police; C. H. Turner, of 
Cobb county; V. H. Turner, Stephen Tur- 
ner, of Waco, Tex.; Mrs. Lena Pope, of 
Houston, Tex.; Mrs. 8. A. Wilson, of 
Battle Hill; Mrs. J. W. L. Powell and 
Mrs. Eugene Gathwright. 

He was 40 vears old and lived at 168

at the start on an inyroved outlook re- 
garding’ the war situation.

A FALSE ALARM 


Grewth in Yolume of Dealings and 
‘Breadth of Demand. 


ANIMATION WAS LACKING 


Early Gains Were Yielded for the 
Most Part Before the End of the 
Session on Realizing Sales, 
and the Close Was 
Irregular. 


New York, January 1{9.--The promise 
held out by the late stock market yes- 
terday was not fully realized today. There 
was a growth in the volume of dealings 
and in the breadth of the demand, but 
the animation did not hold throughout 
the session and the gains were yielded 
for the most part before the closing, 
which was irregular. Great nopes of an 
enlivened market were built on the spe- 
cial activity and strength yesterday of 
the Rock Island and United States Steel 
preferred and the gecond mortgage 5 per 
cent bonds. These tnovements were re- 
garded as evidence of a return to specu- 
lative activity of some of the leading 
capitalists of the time who have refrained 
from any notable operations in the mar- 
ket for some time. The coming !ssu% 
of the new refunding bond Issue cf Rock 
Island railway was supposed to account 
for the reentry into the market of the 
one party, and the activity of the Steels, 
which was attributed to the stock con- 
version syndicate with a purpose to create 
a market for their holdings of bonds re- 
sulting from the stock conversion. This 
seemed to indicate an element of strong 
leadership in the market, the lack of 
which is supposed to have been the prin- 
cipal cause of the persfstent sluggishness 
of the market since the turn of the year. 
The professional and _ semi-professional 
jebement off the speculation, therefore, 
came into the market with considerable 
enthusiasm this morning. United States 
Steel preferred sold ex-dividend of | 3-4 
per cent, and when the price rose to 
58 1-4, equivalent to 60 with the divi- 
dend on, it became manifest that the

Levi 
Mayer, attorney for the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, and S. B. Canter, of 
Fort Worth, appearing for the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Texas, and Cc. K. Bell, 
attorney general of Texas, were the at- 
torneys who argued the case. , 

This is a case wherein the rfght of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific raijl- 
road and its dependency, the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Texas, to transfer grain 
destined for points from’ Kansas City to 
points in Texas beyond Fort Worth from 
its cars through the Rosenbaum elevator 
at Fort Worth to cars of connecting 
railroad lines is tested. The road has a 
contract with the grain company to 
store, load and care for grain destined 
for export via Texas for five years from 
Kansas City to Galveston, at a rate of 
17 cents.

From 
this order the litigation has ensued. In 
the circuit court of the northern district 
of Texas the case was decided in favor 
of the railroad company, but the com- 
mission appealed and the appeal was 
heard on argument here by Judges Par- 
dee, McCormick and.Shelby, and taken 
under advisement,
